LATE AND IMPORTANT SPORTING INTELLIGENCE. 

Oo Tuesday last the packet ships Independence, Capt. Nve, and Shakspeare, 
Capt. Collins, arrived at this port from Liverpool, whence they sailed on the 25th 
ult. The Hibernia, Capt. Cobb, which left Liverpool on the 23th, arrived thirty- 
six hours before them, after a remarkably short passage. By these arrivals we 
have received copious files of papers, and a highly interesting letter from a gentle¬ 
man of this city, well known in sporting circles, who attended the Doncaster Races, 
of which a very full and complete report is subjoined. A sporting letter from R- 
F. C., now in London, has since been received per the Ontario. 

The number of Stud Sales recently in England, mainly owing to the extensive 
orders from this country, have excited considerable feeling. Several lots have been 
sold to go on the continent, but it appears to be well understood that the Ameri¬ 
cans are the best customers in the market, notwithstanding the complaints of their 
being “ rather particular ” A list of recent sales, compiled from “ Bell’s Life in 
London,” the “ Sunday Times,” and other metropolitan journals, will be found in 
another column. 

Wc hear nothing definite from the different agents of American gentlemen who 
have sent over commissions for the purchase of horses, if we except Flintokf, 
who has already secured six good ones, of which we are promised an account 
shortly. Among them is Mr. Foulis’s Eaglet, whom, our correspondent writes, 
is “a large, fine, racing-looking mare of 1 G hands, by Falcon, out of Justitia, by 
Cervantes, out of the dam of Fleur de Lis. She will go to New Orleans, and 
run there this winter, if no accident occurs on the voyage, and the natives must 
take care how they lay out their tin against her.” We see in Bell’s Life that 
Eaglet ran 2 d to Lord Chesterfield's colt by Priam, out of Mayflower, at Doncas¬ 
ter, for the Cleveland Stakes, beating Mr. Waggs, Hart, and three others. The 
distance was one mile, which was run in 1:42!—one minute forty-two seconds ! ! 
Eag'et is 4 yrs. old, and carried 961bs. This race was run on Tuesday ; on Friday 
she ran a capital 2 d to Mr. St. Paul’s Creeping Molly , for the Town Plate, beating 
Slashing Hirry, a 2000 g. horse, and three or four other good ones. In this last race 
(which is not contained in Bell’s Life) Eaglet carried 16 lbs. more than the winner. 

Our friend attended the Doncaster meeting three days, and we are extremely 
gratified that he took the trouble to time each race , and send it over to us for pub¬ 
lication. Though not at liberty to “gazette” him, many of our city readers are 
“ wide awake ” to his identity, and will take his repoit for “gospel.” He writes 
that “ the course was in beautiful order for making fast time, and the report of 
that made in each race may be confidently depended on as correct.” Both Flin- 
toff and the writer agreed to a second. 

It will be seen that Bell’s Life makes the time of Don John , the winner of the 
S*. Leger, 3:17, and its editor pronounces it the quickest he can call to mind. Our 
correspondent and FlintofT make the time one second less—3:16. Now, the St 
Leger course is precisely one mile, six furlongs (three quarters of a mile), and one 
hundred and fifty-five yards, which is exactly 235 yards short of two miles. Don 
John (a 3 yr. old of course) carried in this race 119 lbs., being 1 lb more than a 
six yr. o d horse would have carried in Virginia ! The Queen of Trumps won 
the St. Leger in 1835 by a length, running it in 3.20, as timed by two Tennessee 
turfmen, though the English timers made it 3:17. Touchstone, in 1334, ran it in 
3.20, says the editor of the London Sunday Times. Reveller, in 1818, ran it in 
3:15, and 3:28 is believed to be the worst time in which a St. Leger has been 
won since its commencement, in 1776. 

The day subsequent to the St. Leger, Sir W. Scott's aged horse The Count, 
carrying 122 lbs., ran the same distance in 3:20. The race was for the “ Selling 
Slakes ”—the winner to be sold for 200 sovs. (£ 888 ), if demanded. 

Same day, the Corporation Plate, Two mile heats, was won by Mr. King’s 
Vernal, in 3:44—3:55—3:46. Vernal, a 4 yr. old, carried 107 lbs. 

On the following day, Don John, the winner of the St. Leger, won the Cup, in 
4 : 44 —equal to 1.43 per mile, carrying 101 lbs. The distance is two miles and 
five furlongs, or five eights of a mile. 

The same day, after running a dead heat, the 2 d heat of a mile race was run by 
Bolus, a tico yr. old, in 1:45, carrying one hundred and seventeen pounds ! 

The British sporting world appears to be in a state of extraordinary ferment, 
caused by the unaccountable withdrawal of Harkaway on the morning of the race 
for the Doncaster Cup, for which he was the first favorite, large sums having been 
laid out on him at 3 to 1 against the field, P. P. The remarks of Bell’s Life upon 
the affair are very caustic, and will be found in connection with the race itself in 
another column. The Doncaster Gazette remarks that 

“ Much dissatisfaction prevailed during the forenoon of Thursday with respect 
to the Irish horse, denominated the ‘celebrated.’ Public confidence appeared to 
have been lost on Monday night. That loss was not retrieved, llarkaway left 
the town between six and seven o'clock in the morning by caravan. Calloway, 
his rider, at the sacrifice of much personal endurance in preparation for the con¬ 
test, knew not of his departure. Tnere may be much virtue in necessity ; there 
is m >re in the coolness of the horse-pond and in the smart of a horse-whip.” 

O ir correspondent writes thit “ Hirkauny would be a good horse for the United 
States. He can run any distance, and is considered the very best horse in Eng¬ 
land. Mr. Fkrguson told me he had refused 6000 Guineas (about $30,000) for 
him.” 

Before the arrival of the packets we had an article in type in relation to Hark- 
awray, which will be found on another page, from the London Sportsman for Sept. 
And we now conclude our notice of him with an extract from a letter from Dub¬ 
lin, dated the 19th of Sept. :— 

“ Go where yo l will, chatting on Hirkwaiy is the order of the day. He is 
viewed as the Irish turf champion, and the conqueror of England. All here are 
pors laded thit if the horse were allowed fair play, he would easily have won the 
Liverpool Trades’ Cap and Q men’s Plate; his subsequent victory at Goodwood 
his rive.ted the general conviction. Reports have been rife that Harkaway has 
been sold for 3)3), 433 ), and 5033 guineas, and Mr. Ferguson being in Ireland 
so late as Fndiy last strengthens the minor; but I understand Mr. F. solemnly 
declared at Howth on Friday, that Harkaway was still his property, and that the 
rumors of h:s sale were premature Mr. Ferguson sailed from Kingstown on Fri¬ 
day evening for Liverpool en route to Doncaster. Harkaway’s victory at Doncas¬ 
ter on Monday, in winning the Q icon’s Plate, was received here this day with 
general exaltation, and sanguine expectations are entertained that on Thursday he 
will carry off th.; D mcaster Cap I perceive he will have an Irish horse. Wedge, 
oppos 'd to him, and several of the St. Leger nags; no matter, it being a weight 
for ;vr» race, it is the prevailing opinion here that there is not a horse in England 
able ’to beat him. In hmilicip races he is sure to be topped heavily ; but he is 
used to that, having, as a three year old on the Curragh, carried 10 st., and beat 
all competitors. Nothing has transpired respecting the sale of Mr. Ferguson’s 
loJ.ro and stud at the C.irragh, althoigh it was lately trumpeted forth loudly. We 
have had some garrison races in the Phoenix park lately.” 

Dn. Jj\n, the winner of the St. Leger, is considered one of the finest looking 
herscs on the English turf. He was bred by William Garforth, Esq., of Wiggin- 
therpe, near York, and sold whan a foal to Mr. Ridsdale for 103 gs. At the sale 
of that gantlemm’s stud in August, 1835, ho was purchased by Mr. John Scott, 

the trainer, for Lord Chesterfield, for 140 g*- Tho Sunday Times states that 
“ He is got by Waverley, although to make his nomination valid, he is described 
as 2 °’- by Waverley or Tra nn, the mare having been put to both horses; but his 
sire, we are well aware, is Waverley—his dam having broke to Tramp—and seve¬ 
ral weeks expired batween her being put to Waverley, to whose time the foal was 
dropped to a day. Tne dam of Don John has this year not produced any foal, but 
is no w in foal to The Saddler. The condition of Don John was truly beautiful; 
indeed, we think we never saw a horse fitter to run in our life time ; his appear¬ 
ance was truly splendid.” 

Bill’s Life contains an etching of Don John, taken from a drawing made by 
Mr. Hirring, tho celebrated ani nil painter, who thus describes him :— 

“ II? is a goal biy, an I stands 15 hands 3 inches high. His head is particu¬ 
larly neit, tapering very inuen towards the mouth; his neck is straight and light. 
Ho rises h ; g'i in the withers ; his shoulders, though strong, are beautifully clean, 
an 1 lay well back. His arms are long and powerful; his legs flat; his ancles 
sterner; hispistcrns rather long than otherwise, but by no means weak. Fore 
and back ribs round ; brisket deep ; arched loins, with good but rather drooping 
quarters. Full in his gaskins; innsculai thighs and clean hocks. Perhaps the 
on v put that might be foind fault with is the length of the hind legs from the 
hock to the gro in I, th? general opinion being in favor of this particular point 
b ‘ n : sh ort; whereas D >u John is inclined to be otherwise, another proof (to the 
in mv) that horses run in all forms. When standing still his hocks nearly touch 
each other. Take him altogether, he is a beaut ul specimen of the English race¬ 
horse.” 


His pedigree is thus given in Bell’s Life :—Don John is got by Waverley or 
Tramp, out of a Comus mare (bred m 1820 or 1821 by Mr. Garforth), her dam 
Marciana, by Stamford, out of Marcia, by Coriander—Faith, by Pacclet—Ata- 
lanta, by Matchcm—Lass of the Mill, by Oronooka—Sister to Clarke’s Lass of 
the Mill, by Traveller—Miss Makeless, Ac.—[See page 363 of Skinner’s Eng. 
and Am. Stud Book.] 

It is understood that Lord Chesterfield “ put on the pot ” to an immense amount 
on his horse, and some assert that he won .£30,030—about $103,000— too good 
news to be true, we presume his Lordship thinks. ILs success has given very 
general satisfaction to the sporting world. After the race he gave a magnificent 
entertainment. The papers state that the rooms were filled bv a very numerous 
party, who kept up the festivities to a very late hour. Several cxecellcnt songs 
were sung, and the party were highly delighted w.th the whole of the proceedings. 
The affair was not confined to any particular individuals, but the house was open 
to all who thought proper to attend, and everything was kept up in the old Eng¬ 
lish style of festivity. 

At the conclusion of the St. Leger Race, above a dozen Expresses started to 
! convey the news of “ the great event” to different parts of the kingdom, and se¬ 
veral Carrier Pigeons were let loose on the same mission. The news was received 
in Manchester in two hours and twenty minutes after the race was decided, by 
one of these winged messengers. Bell’s Life states that 

“Wonderful exertions were made ; an express, bringing intelligence of the 
result of the race, arrived at Mr. Wrighton’s, the Fountain Tavern, Now-street, 
B rtningham, at five minutes past eleven on Tuesday night, having left Doncaster 
at four minutes before five in the evening, thus accomplishing the distance (ninety 
six miles) in the short space of six hours and nine minutes. More than fifty miles 
of this ground hal to be gone over after night fall, and the whole distance was 
ridden on horseback by Mr. Bentley. The Fountain and the streets adjoining 
were crowded with persons awaiting his arrival. This is tho fifth year in which 
the St. Leger race his been expressed, entirely at the expense of the St Leger Club 
which meets at the Fountain. Immediately on the arrival of the express in Bir¬ 
mingham, messengers were despatched with the result of the race to Worcester, 
Leamington, Stratford, and Dudley. The half past eleven o'clock train also con¬ 
veyed the first intelligence to London, having been sent to the morning papers by 
Mr. Mansell, jun., the nows agent. On the same night an express arrived at the 
Bell Inn, Leicester, at seven minutes to one, accomplishing a distance of 112 
miles, much the greater part in the dark, under 8 hours.” 

Mr. Ogle’s wager to ride from Doncaster to Newcastle in eight hours, after the 
termination of the St. Leger, did not come off this year, and each party has re¬ 
ceived his deposit. 

It is an almost unparalleled fact, that Lord Eglinton has already won no less than 
twenty-five races this season. 

The Earl of Chesterfield and George Lane Fox, Esq. M.P. are appointed Stew¬ 
ards of the Doncaster races for 1S39. His Lordship has given Mr. Herring a 
commission to paint three portraits of Don John. 

Appleton Lad is sold to go to Germany. * Lord Chesterfield has bought of Mr. 
Ilebden his yearling colt Isaac of York, which is engaged in the Epsom Derby. 
It is said that Don John will not go to Heaton Park to run his engagement there, 
and that Harkairay will ! 

Lord Scgravc has given twelve deer, worth at least £250, for the promotion of 
stag hunting during the ensuing season. 

Books have already been opened, and the betting is brisk on The Derby of 1839, 
and also on the St. Leger ! Lord Jersey’s Brother to Bay Middleton is first fa¬ 
vorite for the Derby, with only 11 to 1 vs. him—taken for some thousands! Mr. 
Blakclock’s Commodore is at the head of the St. Leger list, with only 13 to 1 vs. 
him. Twelve in the Derby have been named vs. the field for an immense sum ; 
the nominations in each stake arc about one hundred and forty. 

The great Walking match for £50 a-side, between Fuller and Townsend, came 
off on the 18th Sept. The distance was Sixty Miles, over two miles of turnpike 
road on Sudbury Common. An immense concourse thronged the course from 
end to end. At the end of 35 miles Townsend broke down, being a long 
way behind. Fuller gallantly persevered, and completed the sixty miles in eleven 
hours and thirty-six and a half minutes. He was then conveyed in the umpires’ 
carriage to the George Inn, amid the deafening shouts of the multitude assembled. 
On returning the same evening to his training quarters, he was so stiff in his legs 
that he was obliged to be assisted out of the carriage ; in other respects he did 
not appear much distressed, and his spirits throughout did not 6 eem to leave him 
for an instant. He has since entirely recovered. 

The Vaulting match between North and Price has come off ere this ; it was to 
be performed at the amphi-theatre, at Ashton-undcr-Lyne. 

The prospects of the Mcltonians this year appear to be of a highly pleasing cha¬ 
racter ; some of the finest and best studs in the kingdom have reached the place 
of destination for the ensuing season, and are fast getting into condition.

A “ most extraordinary novelty, under the especial patronage of her Majesty,” 
is announced to take place at the Royal Gardens, Vauxhall, London, on the 27th 
ult. Van Amburgh and one of his Bengal Tigers are to accompauy Mr. Green in 
an ascent in the great Nassau Balloon. 

Covent Garden theatre, under Macready’s management, opened on the 24th 
with Coriolanus and the farce of High Life Below Stairs. The Olympic was to 
open on the 29th with a new burletta bv Charles Dance. The old company has 
been strengthened by the addition of Miss Taylor, Mr. Manvers, the tenor singer, 
and Mr. Green, the light comedian. 

Yankee Hill is astonishing the quiet burghers of “ auld Reekie.” The Edin- 
bro’ folks “cotton to him” mightily, and his receipts have been “prodigious !” 

It is rumored that De Bcriot, the husband of Malibrau, is about to be united to 
her sister, Mad'lle Garcia, whose vocal powers bid fair to rival those of the late 
lamented favorite. 

Mrs. W. H. Bland, the vocalist, (late Miss Somerville.) died on the 18th ult. in 
child-birth. 

Bunn was to open Drury Lane on the 8 th inst. with Ducrow’s company and 
horses, and Van Amburgh’s tigers, lions, and other varmint. 

Sheridan Knowles’ new comedy was to be produced hy Macrcady at the Ilay- 
market on the 8 ih inst. Buckstone's new comedy of “A Lesson for Ladies,” 
and Haynes Bayly’s laughable farce of “Tom Noddy’s Secret,” arc proving very 
attractive at that house. 

Charles Kean has been playing to thronged houses at York, Hull, and Leeds. 
He must come to this country next season, as Caradori Allan, Miss Clifton, Power, 
Ellen Tree, Hackett, Hill, and Jiin Crow will go abroad before the close of the 
present season at the Park. 

The subjoined report of the Doncaster Races embraces every interesting item 
of information contained in Bell’s Life. The first side of our paper was prepared 
for the press when the packets arrived, but the moment our parcels reached us, the 
form was taken down, and one page of original matter omitted to make room for 
the report annexed, which is the first that has been published on this side of the 
Atlantic. - 

DONCASTER RACES 

“ Ar't going to see t' Leger run for?" said a Yorkshire friend of ours on Sa- j 
turday week. Our answer was in the affirmative, and for Doncaster, sure 
enough, we started the same night per Glasgow Mail, and here wc are “ bock 
agin," as Sandy would say, with aching bones and shy nerves ; for we find we 
are not quite so young (and we fear others find so too) as we were some forty 
years ago, quietly seated at our desk, prepared to give the best account we can of ; 
our trip. By the Glasgow Mail, which was full inside and out, did we “ wing 
our way ’* for the north; and we must say, for so long a journey, we nover en- i 
countered incidents less worthy of record. It was a “jog trot” affair from be¬ 
ginning to end. All our fellow passengers were evidently absorbed in the contem- ‘ 
plation of their own speculations, and were disinclined to that pleasing gossip 
which sometimes “ whiles away the tedium of the road,” as was most agreeably de¬ 
monstrated in an excursion which we some time back made in the same vehicle, 
when (incog.) we had the good fortune to have that old sporting trump Lord 
WharnclilFe for our companion. A good appetito enabled us again to do justice 
to the morning repast at Grantham, and with this happy relief to the monotony 
of our journey, wc reached in safety the “ pretty, proud, and pious ” town of Doncas¬ 
ter. Ilcro all was bustle and animation. The streets were crowded. Curiosity was 


oil the qui vive for every fresh arrival, and the approach of the London Mail seem¬ 
ed to inluse new spirit into the apparently expectant groupes who rushed after the 
Guard to the Post-office like a pack of hungry hounds in pursuit, of a fox—an 
anxiety which we subsequently discovered to have been excited in no-small de¬ 
gree by a desire to have a peep at the paper of which we were the personal re¬ 
presentative. “ An you got moy Bell s Lcife 1 ” was the general ory of the im¬ 
patient throng to the unhappy postmaster ; and no sooner was the first copy obtain¬ 
ed than a simultaneous rush was made towards the fortunate possessor;, who, in 
answer to a volley of questions as to “The Prophecy of Vates,” announced that 
Ion was the nag over whom the prophet had thrown his mystic spell; an announce¬ 
ment which, although not relished by some, had its due influence on many who 
looked “ unutterable things,” and went off evidently elated at the confirmation of 
their hopes. From this scene we had to tumour atteniion to our own “creature 
comforts.” To secure a bed was our first object. The inns were all full. A 
private lodging was the only resource, and in our search lor this accommodation 
, we became acquainted with the “modest ” expectations of the good folks of the 
town, w ho, for the most moderate apartments, lncludmgone or two bed-rcotns, with 
asitting room, demanded, and we believe often received, from ten to fifteen guineas 
for the week. A genera! feeling of discontent prevailed at the reduced state of th* 
list of horses which it was probdble would start; many on which heavy bets had 
been laid had been altogether withdrawn, and thus their backers w*ie deprived of 
the chance of “ getting out ” at any price. Among these. Grey Momus. Apple- 
ton I*ad, Albemarle, and Pucelle, were foremost; the latter had received an un¬ 
lucky kick the same morning; and it was confidently stated that the field would 
not exceed ten, which number was, as will hereafter !>e seen, actually reduced to 
seven. Anxious inquiries were made respecting Grey Momus. Some said he 
was coming in a caravan; others that ho was actually in the neighborhood; and 
many an ardent prayer was uttered that tins might be the case. Cobham, of whom 
so much had been thought, was quite out cf favor, and notwithstanding the high 
character given of hun hy Scott previous to and after the L>erby—which led to his 
being backed to no inconsiderable extent—he was now in such a position as to 
prevent the possibility of hedging. As the day advanced influential arrivals be¬ 
came more numerous, and in the evening tlie rooms were crowded to excess by 
some of the most distinguished mothers of the Turf; but such was the reputa- 
t.on of Ion and Don John when compared with the meriLs of their avowed oppo¬ 
nents, that the approaching race was looked upon rather as a match between the 
two than as a “ Leger race ;” and the betting, although a good deal was done be- 
, tween “ the cracks,” w as far from animated. 

I Monday opened with new hopes and fears, and crowds proceeded to-the course 
to see the horses from the different stables take their gallops Ion was out, took 
i a strong gallop, and looked well. Don John and Scott's lc ■ were likewise out, 

! but were merely walked. “The Don” looked full of life and spirit, and was evi¬ 
dently up to the mark. Lanercost, Alzira, and Saintfoin, also took, their gallops— 
the former in good form, and clearly a powerful horse. Alzira threw* a shoe, but 
fortunately sustained no injury. It was stated that Cobham had been out at an 
early hour, and was “all right,” Scott declaring that he was the only horse in the 
race of which he had any fears. Rogers, in whose stable he was, said that since 
he had been in his possession he had taken every possible pains to improve his con¬ 
dition and prepare him ior the contest, and, in fact, no horse o'tuld be in better 
trim. “ Every rib might be counted, andhis skin was as bright as a mirror.” He 
admitted that he had not had an opportunity of giving him a trial, and the samo 
splint, of which mention had been made while in Scott’s stable, still existed ; it 
did not, however, interfere with his going ; and if he possessed the merits ascribed 
to him by the Scotts, his chances w ere indeed excellent: but of this he had him¬ 
self no means of judging. He had backed him, as was his practice with horses 
which he had trained, lest he might be supposed to lack confidence; and, with * 
view to give him every advantage, Jem Robinson had been engaged by Mr. 
Coombes to ride him, thus putting his merits to ihe most favorable test. All this 
had subsequently a momentary influence in making Master Cobham a better 
favorite, but he finally receded even to a less gratifying position than on Sunday, 
when ho was backed at 15 to 1 . Harkaway, Mr. Ferguson’s celebrated horse, 
which was entered for the Queen’s Plate and Gold Cup, arrived iu a van late on 
Sunday night, ate heartily when turned into the stable, with a mastiff' for his com¬ 
panion, and took his gallop the next morning early as fresh as a kitten. 

From the course the “early birds” returned to the town, where new arrivals 
gave additional animation to the scene. The betting-room was again the centre 
of attraction, and a good deal was dene ; but still business in general was flat. 
The races having been appointed to commence at half-past two, long before that 
hour the throng began to congregate on the course, but the company presented a 
striking contrast to the splendid assemblages we have witnessed in former years. 
I'lit equipages were neither so imposing iu their appearance, nor so numerous; 
and the assemblage of pedestrians was of a limited character, not exceeding th* 
average crowds wc have seen at Moolsey on a race day. In the Grand Stand, how¬ 
ever, where the elite of the visitors assembled, there was a goodly display, and 
here there was assuredly no falling off, for every seat was occupied, while the upper 
parts of this really splendid edifice were crowded to- the summit; among others 
wc noticed were—Prince Esterhazy and his Son, Prince Nicholas, Duke and 
Duchess of Cleveland, Marquis of Westminster ; Lords Chesterfield, Wiiioi^ 
Jocelyn, W. Paulett, Rosslyn, G. Bentinck, and Castlereagh ; Sirs D. Laird, J. 
L. Kaye, and T. Sykes; Hons. J. Macdonald, G. and Mrs. Anson, Col. Wes- 
tenra, T. O. Powlett, S. Herbert, and W. Fitzroy ; Cols. Peel, Shubrick, Cop¬ 
land, and Cradock ; Captains White, Gardnor, Hunter, Smith, Ives, Freeston, 
and Dunlieve ; Messrs. C. Wilson (father of the Turf, and now, we are.happy 
to state, in excellent health), Thornhill, Payne, Portman, Crommelin, J. Sum 
ley, H. Aston, Bowes, M. P., Somers. M. P., Phdipson, Worrall, Hawker, Fol- 
jambe, F. Charlton, Clive, Hungerford, Vansittart, S. Fox, G. Fox, Dolphin, F\

The circle of betting men who congregated iu the grand saloon of; the stand 
was busy and clamorous, and the betting on every race was carried on with grcal 
spirit and vigor. Mr. Crockford as usual appeared “the Rothschild” of the fra¬ 
ternity, and seemed to be the organ by which all attuned their pipes, or guided 
their speculations. Mr. Gully, after a long absence from the Turf, was present, 
and was received with a cordial welcome hy his old friends.

The Betting.—N o St. Leger on record has occupied so little attention in the 
sporting circles, or excited less general interest, than the one of which we have 
now published the result. Always fiat, the betting, from the time the race came 
regularly into the market subsequently to the Derby, was influenced in no slight 
degree by the uncertainty which prevailed with respect to Grey Mornus ; some 
backed Ion on the supposition that he (the Grey) would not go, while others kept 
aloof rather than throw away a chance, many excellent judges having formed an 
opinion, from public running, that with this formidable pair the southern country 
people had a very fair prospect of “ doing the trick ” the third year in succession. 
The first quotation of odds made on the race was in the Doncaster week last year, 
when the prices at the close of the Meeting were 8 to 1 against Don John, 15 to 
1 against The Hydra, 20 to 1 against Alzira, and 20 to 1 against Cobhain ; 42,000 
to 200 was betted at this time that Don John and Lord Kelburne’s colt by Jerry, 
out of Purity, did not win the St. Legers of 1838 and 1839.

In the “ Coronation week ” Ion obtained the call of the Don (5 to 1 being the of¬ 
fers on the field), the Grey dropped to 15 to 1 , and The Hydra advanced te 20 to 
1 ; no other change. In the week preceding the July Meeting, Talleyrand, Laner¬ 
cost, and Albemarle, rose to 20 to 1 , The Hydra, defeated at Newcastle by Laner¬ 
cost, declining a dozen points ; the betting uncommonly languid.
